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A 5050 JUDICIAL TICKET. 

Full utilization of the bar’s knowledge and 
judgment as to the merits of judicial candidates 
would undoubtedly result in the selection of im- 
proved material for the local bench.

The details measuring this success are not fully 
known, but from tolerably voluminous dispatches 
sent by reporters on the ground it appears that 
they include the loss of a couple of miles of ter-

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ritory on the south side of the Marne and four 
on the north side, a hasty flight from other terri- 
tory south of Goissons and east and west of 
Rheims, the capture by the allies of many more 
guns and thousands of prisoners and uncounted 
additions to the already frightful list of German 
dead.

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ALLIES’ OVERWHELMING NAVAL FORCES. 
The Navy Department now has 594,000 names 
on its payroll. 

Excluding mechanics, clerical workers and 
other noncombatants, the force of bluejackets 
and marines numbers 503,792. 

Before the war the personnel of the British 
navy, the greatest sea fighting force in the world, 
consisted of 150,609 men. That of our own navy 
was only 55,398. Germany’s, which had an un- 
usual proportion of men to ships, was 79,197. 
Just what our navy’s expansion in tonnage has 
been is a war secret, though we know from the 
appropriation bills that great numbers of im- 
portant units in battleships, swift cruisers and 
especially destroyers have been built or are in 
course of construction. The expansion of almost 
tenfold in men, however, gives some idea of its 
present formidable strength. A navy whose per- 
sonnel, subtracting those we had on the opening 
of the war, is three times that of the British navy 
on a peace basis is a creation of less than 16 
months and is a factor on which large expecta- 
tions ought to be based in the remaining months 
of the war.

HAT part of a refrigerator is 
W coolest? Does wrapping in 
newspaper save ice? 

Although every home may have 
a refrigerator, every housewife can- 
not pass an examination in the prop- 
er care and conservation of perish- 
able articles of diet, according to the 
United States Food Administration. 

Many put their butter and milk 
right next to the ice because they 
think this is the coldest place, but 
as a matter of fact the coldest place 
is at the bottom of the refrigerator, 
the Food Administration declares. 
Hot air rises, and the air that is not 
being constantly purified by circula-. 
tion around the blocks of ice soon | 
becomes unfit to come in contact 
with the food. When the warm air 
in the refrigerator rises it carries 
with it impurities and moisture 
which are absorbed from the surface 
of the food, and which if allowed to 


remain in the air spoil the food. 


The air, which is warmed by pass- 
ing over the food, comes in contact 
with the ice where the moisture is 
condensed upon the surface and the) 
impurities are carried off by the’ 
melting ice. The air is thus dried, | 
cooled and purified. The cooled air. 
immediately descends to gather up| 


more moisture and impurities, and 
thus the process is repeated contin- 
Anything placed directly on 
or around the ice tends to interfere 
with the circulation of the air. 

In addition to the necessity of hav- 
ing a circulation of cold, dry air 
it is important that, as near as pos- 
sible, a uniformly low temperature 
For this reason re- 
frigerator doors should fit tight, be 
closed tight, and not 
more often than is necessary, because 
every time that they are opened the 
cold air pours out and the warm air 
that takes its place ‘is cooled at the 
expense of the ice. 

The practice of covering the 
with paper should be avoided, as the 
whole surface of the ice is needed 
to purify the air properly. 
is advisable to allow heated 
food to cool off before placing it in 
the refrigerator. 
warm it raises the temperature of the 
refrigerator higher than it should 
go and besides melts ice unnecessar- 
ily. The trapdoor through which the 
meltage passes out at the bottom of 
the refrigerator should be kept in 
place, because if it is broken or lost 
a constant stream of warm air is al- 
lowed to flow into the refrigerator.

Locate the ant 
nest and with a stick poke two or| 
three holes into it when the ground 
is dry. Pour two or three teaspoons 
of carbon disulphide into each hole 
and cover with paper. The fumes of 
carbon disulphide will kill the ants. 
Do not go near the nest with a flame) 
or light or the fumes will explode.

This forms large, dark 
disagreeable swellings on ear, tassel 
or stalk. The only remedy is to cut 
out and burn all smut swellings.
